Inmost cases these exhibitsare made 
by companies or individuals, independ- 
ent of the state commission.

out these latter, however,

cover 71,000

feet qf space, which is a little 


mqre than, the total area occupied by 
California at the Chicago exposition in 
1893. 
AtChicago the total approprl^ 


tion by tho state 
was $327,500,

ment California has a beautiful display 
of butter ornamented

partment, and incidentally there are 
other articles ofinterest 
from the gol- 


den state scattered throughout the de- 
partments, 
more particularly in fine 
arts, transportation, machinery, liberal 
arts, mining, etc. 


Inunique features and variety Call-. 


fornia's mining display has no equal, 
and attracts almost as mu,ch attention 
and as many visitors as any exhibit in 
the mines department. 
Inthe outside 
mining display on the gulch, as it Is 
called, California has a quartz mill 
55x60 feet. Inthis are housed a fully 
equipped stamp millfor crushing gold 
ores, furnished by the Joshua Hendy 
Machine Works, a Lane rotary mill, 
three concentrators, 
a patent slag gen- 


erator, 
and a bydrauiic giant. 
The 
millsand concentrators 
are. operated, 


but up to the present the giant consti- 
tutes a stillexhibit. 


There is a strong display of mineral 
oilsand of mineral waters, and of struc- 
turalmaterial, and all of these are re- 
enforced by some forty odd varieties of 
minerals, 
which have a commercial 


value, and which are mined inCalifor- 
nia. 
There are gold specimens 
and 


gems to the value of more than $5,000. 


Another foature is a display of borax 


and its varied products by the Pacific 
Coast Borax Co., being the finest ex- 
hibit ever put up by this company* 
Stillanother feature of this display is 
a large and handsome 
cabinet of rich 
minerals, 
including much 
free 
gold 


fromNevada county, supplemented 
by 


a small cabinet containing about 32,000 
worthof free gold and rich ore, speci- 
mens, 
which the miners of Nevada 


county presented 
to President Roose- 
velt on the occasion of his recent visit 
to California, and which the President 
has kindly loaned 
during the term of 


the exposition, tq be displayed as an 
item of California's 
mining exhibit. 


These are supplemented by models, one 
of a quartz mill, one of acyanide plant, 
one of an oilderrick, and one of a drift 
mine. 


Inthe mines and metallurgy build- 


ing California has more space than any 
other state and makes one of the strong 
and striking displays in this depart- 
ment. 
The state has 
some features 


here which are. of striking interest. 
The finest and 
largest 
arch in the 
building, built with slones and terra 
cotta and brick from different quarries 
and works in California, stands 
at the 


main entrance to this display. Another 
feature is a grotto built and lined with 
popidolite and lithiamica in the shape 
of an egg on end, one-half being below 
the floorline and the other half above,

Stanford University and the Lick Ob- 
servatory, etc., and features oflibrary 
work in the state, 
is something

to do the work, and rioting 


and drunkenness 
prevailed, necess,- 


itating a shut down. It seems to 
revel with delight iv stating that 
Nevills' employes, non-union, have 
been detected 
stealing ore from the 


mine. 
It calls the efforts of the 


military 
and civil authorities 
to 


stamp 
out 
violence 
in Colorado, 


"anarchistic 
measures;" 
also 
that 


the strike at the Jumper and Golden 
Rule mines in Sonora has been 
de- 


clared off, conveying the idea that 
the union had 
won. 
The fact is, 


these 
mines' are on the open shop 


principle, and notices to that effect 
are posted 
at the works. 
Neither 


union 
nor non-union 
men are dis- 


criminated against. 
We congratu- 


late our cotemporary .on the faculty 
with which itcan face in both direc- 
tions at the same time. 


Now for the facts to substantiate 


this indictment. 
The assailants 
of 


Willis are known. 
There 
is no 


question about the identity of these 
men. 
That 
they are members 
of 


Amador Union is also 
an admitted 


fact. 
That 
they performed 
their 


valiant act in the interest 
of union- 


The 
brutal example of thugistn 


that occurred at Amador City last 
week, whereby Win. Willis, in the 
peaceful pursuit of his avocation 
to 


earn a livingforhimself and family 
at the Fremont 
mine, 
was 
waylaid 


and beaten, and by the persuasive 
power of a gun ordered to leave his 
employment and get out of the coun- 
ty, is still a leading topic of dis- 
cussion throughout the county. This 
is the initialact of violence, since the 
organization of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners in this county, where- 
in members of that body have plainly 
intimated by word and deed 
that a 


iran shall not be permitted to work 
at the mines except under conditions 
dictated by the labor unions.

upon 


their victim that

proceeding; that they assumed 
the 


entire responsibility therefor.

quent events, 
and when so viewed 


must be regarded 
with suspicion. 


As things have turned out the feel- 
ingis strongly entertained 
that the 


outrage 
was committed 
under 
the 


belief that the perpetrators 
would 


be screened 
and protected 
by the 


union element, individually and col- 
lectively. 
No doubt the members 


willprotest against this view. 
They 


willloudly proclaim their innocence. 
They could 
hardly 
do otherwise. 


Some there are, 
in all probability, 


who sincerely desire the supremacy 
of law and order; who inwardly and 
secretly 
deprecate 
a 
recourse 
to 


violence in any form as inimical to 
the welfare of unionism. 
They are 


far-seeing enough to know that labor 
unionism must be conducted 
along 


legal and peaceful 
lines; 
that a 


policy of violence means 
their own 


undoing. 
Nothing has 
transpired 


in the Amador 
case to show that 


thpse conservative men are in con- 
trol; on the contrary, they are evi- 
dently in the background; overawed 
by the aiders and abettors 
of thug- 


ism, whether before or after the fact 
itmatters not.

ground, although such was tho head- 
way obtained before any stream 
could 


be played, that serious fears 
began 
to 


be entertained 
that a sweeping 
con- 


flagration was inevitable. 
Fortunately 


the night was still; not the slightest 
breeze 
was 
stirring, 
and 
the flames 


shot straight 
upward. 
This enabled 


the firemen to do effective workincon- 
fining the flames to the one building. 
A breeze in any direction 
would have 


seriously 
complicated 
the situation. 


The Garbarini brothers" led the fire 
fighting 
as usual, 
handling 
the 
fire 


hose with coolness and 
judgment, 
and 


to their excellent work, and tho force 
of volunteer aids, must be ascribed the 
fact that the fire was confined within 
narrow limits. 


About eleven o'clock Friday night 


an alarm was sounded by shoutings 
on 


the street, and afterward by the ring- 
ingof the fire bell. A big glare toward 
Broadway and in the heart of town in- 
dicated 
the location of the fire. It 


proved 
to be "the dwelling house 
of 


John Fregulia, inthe rear ofbisblack- 
smith shop on Broadway. 
This sec- 


tion is the most thickly occupied 
with

town. 
Ithas 
always 
been 


regarded 
as a dangerous 
fire trap, 
and 


itsproximity to the principal business 
portion of town, withonly frame build- 
ings intervening) added to the menace. 
The flames had obtained complete mas- 
tery of the dwelling house before any 
effort could be made to stay its pro- 
gress. 
The roof was completely 
wrap- 


ped in the fiery embrace. 
There 
were 


seven inmates in the building, 
John 


Fregulia, wife and 
two children, and 


three employes, namely, Devoe Preth- 
ero, Bartlett and Carlo Lagomarsino. 
The tire is supposed to have started in 
the room occupied 
by Lagomarsino 


and Prethero, who slept on the second 
story. 
Prethero went tobed soon after 


8 o'clock, and when awakened 
by the 


alarm had allhe could do to get out, 
running the gauntlet of the flames. 
His room mate perished. 
Whether he 


was awakened and tried to escape, 
or 


whether he was suffocated as he slept 
willnever bo known. 
The fact that he 


was burned 
to death 
was not known 


until the flames were subdued, 
and in- 


quiries 
began 
to.be made for Lago- 


marsino. 
His cindered 
remains 
were 


found among the debris.

affairs, 
without

fluence from the outside. 
As a rule 


the intrusion of outsiders in any busi- 
ness 
is 
resented, 
and 
productive of 


more barm than good. 
At the last 


business 
meeting of the M. E. church 


in this place, a motion 
was passed, 


withouta dissenting 
voice we are in- 


formed, that R«v. J. W. Phelps, 
the 


present pastor, 
be invited to preside 


over the church forthe next conference 
year. Dr.Phelps, in the face of many 
obstacles, particularly the scandalous 
letters which have kept the community 
in an uproar for several months 
past, 


has labored on, with his efforts sec-

privilege, 
and thus causes 


discord 
and 
dissatisfaction 
among 


boards of trustees. 
Moreover itcauses 


trustees 
to believe that teachers 
are 


more plentiful than 
they 
really are, 


and the result is a reduction in wages, 
when in truth there are 
really more 


schools than teachers. 
This is per- 


haps the case inAmador county to-day. 
Every teacher 
who applies will un- 


doubtedly receive a position, but no 
teacher should apply for a school that 
she is not willingto accept Immediately 
upon notification ofher eelection. 
She 


should 
accept 
the first appointment 


and withdraw all other applications. 
Byso doing she is acting in justice to 
herself and to those who have honored 
her withan appointment. 
But when 


any teacher receives notice of an ap- 
pointment and holds it for any period 
of timein the hope ofreceiving a better 
one, and thus disappoints an honest 
board of trustees, that teacher is cer- 
tainly guiltyof unprofessional conduct, 
and is deserving 
of censure 
by the 


superintendent or board of education.
